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THE  HALLEY  FAMILY 


Derbyshire,  the  land  of  Dorothy  Vernon 
and  Haddon  Hall,  appears  to  have  been  the  -ee<*t  of

the  Halleys  from  whom  descended  the  famous  astro¬ 
nomer  of  that  name.  (1) 

In  the  ’Feudal  History  of  Derbyshire,’ 
by  Mr.  Pym  Yeatman,  the  names  "Hall,"  "Halle,” 
"Halley"  and  "deAula"  are  treated  as  variants. 

The  authority  for  this  is  not  auite  clear.  If, 
indeed,  "Halley"  was  derived  from  "Hall,”  the 
spelling  "Hawley"  and  the  corresponding  pronuncia¬ 
tion  become  not  only  possible  but  highly  probable. 

Lower,  in  his  ’Patronymica  Britannica,' 
says,  that  the  English  surname  "Halley"  is  of 
local  origin^but  he  does  not  namey%44*«  place. 

In  O'Hart's  ’Irish  Pedigrees,*  fourth 
edition,  vol.  i.,  p.  91;  (Dublin,  1887)  there  is 
a  note  concerning  the  family  of  "Hally"  (anglicized 
"Halley"),  to  the  following  effect: 

"It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  the 
celebrated  astronomer  Halley  was  a 
descendant  of  the  family,  who  were 
hereditary  physicians  in  Ireland." 

No  authority  is  given  for  this  statement, 

nor  has  any  evidence,  circumstantial  or  otherwise, 

been  found  to  supoort  it.

In  connection  with  the  early  history  of

We  have  reason  to  turn  our  steps 
toward  the  village  of  Youlgreave  ,  in  Derbyshire, 
where  the  parish-records  reveal  many  entries  of 
the  surname  Halley,  in  some  of  its  various  forms. 
Among  the  early  baptismal  records  (6)  are  these;

The  eldest  Humphrey  Hallye  (living  in 
1557)  was,  probably,  identical  with  the  Humphrey 
Halley  (son  of  Robert),  buried  at  Youlgreave, 
April  11,  1571.  If  we  may  speculate  as  to  this 
Humphrey  Hallye* s  wife,  we  would  suggest  that  it 
may  have  been  Joyce,  for  that  name  was  given  to 
daughters  of  her  sons  Robert  and  Humphrey. 

We  assume,  that  Humphrey  Hallye  and 
Joyce  (?),  his  wife,  had  five  sons,  that  is,  the 
four  whose  baptismal  entries  appear  above,  and 
one  more,  the  eldest,  Robert  Hallye  (7) (buried

i88ue:  (i)  Joane;  (ii)  Elizabeth;  (iil)  Joyce, 
born  1533,  married  Robert  Sterndale;  (iv) 

Mathew,  1587. 

Of  the  eldest  Humphrey  Hallye’s 
second  (?)  eon,  Humphrey,  baptised  Oct.  10, 

1557,  we  know  only  that  he  had  a  daughter, 

Joyce,  born  1583.  He  may,  perhaps,  have  been 
identical  with  a  Humphrey  Halley,  described  as 
"of  Bakewell,  yeoman,"  (died  1623),  who  had  a 
eon  George  Halley,  .that  appears  to  have  gone 
to  Liverpool,  or  eo  we  infer  from  certain 
Chancery  Proceedings,  circa  1620-1633.  (8) 

The  third  son,  George  Hally,  baptised 
Jan.  10,  1562,  seems  to  receive  no  further  men¬ 
tion  in  the  registers  of  Youlgreave. 

The  will  of  a  John  Halley,  proved 
1577,  (9)  mentions  a  son  George  who  may  have 
been  identical  with  George,  father  of  John  H., 
baptised  1585. 

The  eldest  Humphrey  Hallye’s  fourth 
son,  Richard,  baptised  April  14,  1567,  married 
Joyce  Bridden  and  had  issue:  Elizabeth,  born 
1602,  and  Francis,  born  1604.  (There  was,  also,

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may  have  married  Margery  3toane,  1583,  and  . 
had  Anne,  born  15S0.) 

Of  the  fifth  son ,  "ffrancio  hally," 
baptised  Nov.  10,  1569,  we  have  no  definite  in¬ 
formation.  He  may  have  been  the  £reat -grand¬ 
father  of  the  astronomer  Halley,  but  we  have 
no  proof  of  this. 

Some  of  the  Derbyshire  Halleys  lived 
at  Youlgreave  as  early  as  1536,  and  others, 
later,  in  Bakewell.  There  are  said  to  be 
numerous  entries  of  Halley  in  the  registers  of 
Taddington.  At  Chesterfield,  have  been  found 
the  data  following: 

Halley,  Francis,  filias  Rici,  baptised 
12  June,  1623. 

Halley,  Humfridus,  fillets  Rici,  baptised 
4  March,  1626. 

Halley,  Ricies,  filias  Rici,  baptised 
1  June ,  1628 . 

These  three  brothers  were  in  "Eednall 
Greene"  (Bethnall  Green;,  Middlesex,  now  a  part 
of  London,  circa  1651,  when  they  are  all  men¬ 
tioned  in  a  manuscript  report  of  litigation  in 
a  case  ^3  Hudson  and  Whitley  vs.  Dormer.  (10) 
Bethnall  Green  adjoins  Shoreditch, ^ where  the 
astronomer  Hailey  was  born  in  1656.  These  thre 
brothers  may  have  been  sons  of  a  brother  of 
Humphrey  Halley,  vintner(?). 

In  a  letter,  dated  19  March,  1633/4,

prevent  seizure  of  his  estate  at  Middleton,  tc 
be  shown  to  George  Halley,  their  cousin,  in 
London.  (11)  This  connexion  between  Fullwood 
and  Halley  gives  us  one  more  clue  that  might  be 
of  service  in  a  further  pursuit  of  the  Halleys 
in  Derbyshire. 

If  one  could  make  a  careful  study  of 
the  pari sh-registers  of  Bakewell  and  that  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  could  consult  the  manuscript  col¬ 
lections  in  possession  of  the  IXikes  of  Rutland 
and  Devonshire,  one  might  be  able  to  make  a 
correct  interpretation  of  the  many  entries  of 
"Halley'1  and,  perhaps,  establish  the  Derbyshire 
ancestry  of  the  astronomer  bearing  that  name. 

The  early  records  of  the  Stationers' 
Company,  London,  printed  by  Edward  Arber,  con¬ 
tain  this  entry:-  "Received  of  Edmonde  Hallye, 
at  hys  making  free  of  this  Company,  the  2Sth 
day  of  Feb.  1560,  3s. 4d."  There  are  also  en¬ 
tries  relating  to  licenses  to  print,  accorded 
to  the  same  Edmonde  Hallye  (1562  to  1566).  Was 
he  an  ancestor  of  the  astronomer? 

In  the  Probate  Registry  at  Lichfield, 
among  the  wills,  the  spelling  "Halley"  occurs

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several  times  between  the  years  1532-1594,  but 
the  form  '•Hawley'*  does  not  appear  until  1596. 
After  the  latter  date,  the  two  names  are  used 
interchangeably  even  in  the  same  family. 

A  Humphry  Halley  appears  to  have  re¬ 
sided  at  Cheddleton ,  (StaJfs).  He  died  in  1596; 
(Administration,  159?,  at  Lichfield).  The 
rector  of  Cheddleton,  in  response  to  an  inquiry, 
stated  that  the  extant  register  does  not  go 
further  back  that  1690.  It  seems  possible, 
that  the  above  Humphry  Halley  may  have  been 
identical  with  one  Humfrey  Hawley,  who,  with 
Wynifride  Streethey  or  Stretye,  was  co-defendant, 
regarding  tenements  and  lands  at  Uttoxeter 
(Staffordshire),  the  occupant  of  the  premises 
being  William  Walker  and  the  lessee  Robert  Wells.

No  official  entry  of  his  birth  or  bap¬ 
tism  has,  as  yet,  been  found  in  the  parish  registers 
of  St.  Leonard^J)  Shoreditch,  nor  in  those  of  St.

A  Henry  Halley,  living  in  Rouen,  made 
astronomical  observations  and  published  almanacs, 
during  the  period  1712-1745.  He  seems  to  have  been 
a  member  of  an  old  family  of  that  name  residing  in 
or  near  Rouen.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  connec¬ 
tion  at  all  between  that  family  and  the  Halleys  in 
England  or  Scotland. 

Some  members  of  the  families  of  Halley 
(60)  and  Hawley  (61)  migrated  from  England  to 
America,  in  the  seventeenth  century.  The  two  sur¬ 
names  were  spelled  rather  indifferently  and,  at 
one  time,  became  almost  interchangeable  in  Mary¬ 
land  and  Virginia.  The  descendants  of  the  Halleys 
in  Virginia  pronounce  the  name  like  "Hawley,"

Therefore,  and  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  indifferent  spelling,  as  explained,  it  may 
seem  rather  irrelevant,  now,  to  mention  some  who 
bore  other  surnames,  particularly  when  there 
appears  to  be  no  documentary  evidence  whatever  of 
any  connection.  Nevertheless,  if  only  as  a  pro¬ 
cess  of  elimination,  we  venture  to  cite  a  few 
examples,  of  which  some  are  contemporaneous  with 
the  astronomer  himself.

1767 ,  and,  again,  25  November,  1767, 
one  John  Pond,  who  became  an  Astronomer  Royal. 

Pond  died  in  1838  and  was  buried  in  the  private 
.tomb  of  the  astronomer  Halley,  at  Lee.  This 
curious  incident  is  explained  in  Notes  and 
series .  (1) 

John  Pond  was  a  son  of  John  Pond,  (bap¬ 
tised  at  St.  Ka’therine  Coleman,  February  14,  1733; 
linen-draper,  of  Aldgate,  died  1792^  by  his  first 
wife,  Arabella  Raven,  whom  he  married  December  16, 
1765,  the  residence  of  each  being  then  given  as  of 
All- Hallows’  Barking,  (fby  the  Tower£. 

The  parentage  or  ancestry  of  Arabella 
Raven  has  not  been  ascertained;  nor  that  of  her 
husband’s  mother,  whose  maiden  name  was  Frances 
Clay.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  to 
believe  that  such  facts,  if  recovered,  would  be 
of  any  significance  whatsoever,  so  far  as  the 
present  study  may  be  concerned.
